Mr. E J. Keogh, cf Milwaukee, uh 
is industriously seeking to abolish the 
contract labor system in the state prison, 
has finally introduced a biff in the as 
Btmb y to that effect. The bill reeds ae 
follows: 
After January I, 1890, no contracts 
shall Le let In any form whatsoever to 
private individuals, firms cr corporations 
for the laoor of the persons contineu in 
tho Wisconsin state prison; but such 
persons or convict?, so far as practicable 
in the judgment of the state board of 
supervision, be employed in the manu­ 
facture of goods and articles used instate 
institutions including the capitol build­ 
ing at Madison; and all other convicts 
except such as may he required for prison 
duties shall be employed in manufactur­ 
ing goods and articles to be disposed of 
on tie public account system; provided, 
that not more than fifty convicts shall be 
CLgsgei at any time upon the same kind 
of goods or in tee seme form of manu­ 
facturing. 
Sec. 2. For the purpose cf carrying 
the provisions of this act into effect the 
state board of supervision shall and is 
hereby authorized to purchase the neces­ 
sary tools, machinery and stock,and em­ 
ploy the necessary metructora or over­ 
set 
t killed in the business for which 
th y shall be engaged. 
bec. 3. 
When deemed advisable the 
i tate boa! J of supervision may advertise 
in rn t EQ' re than one paper at one time 
the goods and wares for sale at the pris­ 
on. 
3. The revenues derived from the sale 
of prnon-made goods shall be paid into 
the state treasury at the end of every 
month and the money necessary to carry 
this sot into full force and t fleet is here­ 
by annually appropriated out of any 
money in the state treasury not other­ 
wise appropriated.

It is difficult to understand what re­ 
form Mr. Keogh expects to inaugurate 
through the passage of the bill. Cer­ 
tainly nothing eo far as the prisoners are 
peiscnal y concerned. 
Certainly noth­ 
ing so far es learning “ useful trades1’ is 
considered, for even under his bill ma 
chinery must bo used, and where th at is 
used it is utterly impossible to teach the 
convicts a complete trade, for certain 
prisoners must learn to run certain ma­ 
chines and learn to do a particular part of 
one trade just as they do now at Waupun 
and as they do in all establishments 
Where extensively 
manufacturing 
is 
done. 
And certainly there would be no 
reform in the direction of preventing 
prison goods from coming rn competition 
with the products of free labor; for un­ 
der Mr. Keogh’s bill Wisconsin would 
have eight or ten times more prison- 
made goods on the market than now. 
It has been repeated.y said in these 
columns that alm ostf he entire prodact of 
tne state prison shop?, is sold far away 
from Wisconsin, 
Under the proposed 
law the fcoods would more than likely be 
eold within the state, and at much lower 
prices than corresponding goods made in 
outside factories, so that so far as compe­ 
tition is concerned, free labor would b 
•worse off uuder the Keogh proposition 
than it is now. 
The common sense thing to do is to 
let well enough alone. 
The prisoner 
would not be benefitted by the change. 
Free labor would receive less protection 
against prison competition than it does 
now, should the bill become a law 
It 
would cost not lees than one hundred and 
fifty thousand dollars to make the change 
desired by Mr. Keogh, with nothing but 
loss as a result of the change,

The vote of the boar I was 
23 to I. The Indianapolis News urged 
the legislature of Indiana to repeal the 
law which makes the teaching of German 
under certain conditions, in the public 
schools of that state compulsory. It* 
takes tho ground that teaching of other 
languages is the proper function of col­

The right spirit in regard to this ques­ 
tion of encouraging the use of foreign 
languages in this country, is illustrated 
by the position of a m ambar of the ter­ 
ritorial legislature of Wieconsin, who 
represented one of the counties rn the 
southern part of the territory.

question came up on printing a lot of 
documents, the governor’s massage in­ 
cluded, in German.

induced to waver in his resolution. 
“It may now be accepted as true that 
Iowa will have no member of the Cabinet.

Feb. I.—Tho credentials 
of Mr. Higgins as Senator from the State 
of Delaware, for tho term commencing tho

The President’s message in relation to tho 
Samoan islands and to Corea (tho same that 
were presented in tho House yesterday) were 
referred to the committee on foreign rela­ 
tions. 
Mr. Vest presented an affidavit made by 
a Mr. Dorsey, in reply to tho statement 
made by Senator Platt in tho discussion on 
the cutlery schedule of the tariff bill, to the 
effect that ho (Dorsey) had mado an affi­ 
davit, which was on file in the Treasury 
department, charging a certain firm with 
undervualuation of cutlery by 4(5 per cent.

M. Jouveneil, asked leave to 
introduce a bill re-establishing the scrutin 
d ’arrondissem ent system of election. 
He 
was interrupted by M. d ’Ornao, a Bona­ 
partist, who exclaim ed: 
‘ The only possi­ 
ble issue is tho dissolution of the cham ber.’’ 
G reat confusion ensued, and when order 
was restored M. Cloquet continued. 
He 
said th at the establishm ent of the scrutin 
d ’arrondisseinent system would in no way 
assail universal suffrage. 
The governm ent 
did not think th at measures ought to bo 
taken against the liberty of the press,, but 
it was bound to legislate against those 
who w ere 
seeking 
to 
overturn

republic. 
The existing laws dealing with 
hostile combinations were inadequate, while

Adams, which arrived from Sam oa Thurs­ 
day, in an interview to day said: 
“ There was a great deal of commotion 
when I was a t Apia. 
I w ent down there 
with all kinds of orders suited to a tim e of 
peace, but when w ar broke out I threw tho 1 
orders to the' winds. 
They would do rn 
tim e of peace, but were not applicable to 
the condition of affairs then. 
W hen I saw 
Brandels, tho Germ an 
Minister, leading 
300 natives in support of Tamasese I wrote 
him a letter asking bim to desist. 
I said: 
“ ‘I am here to protect Am erican citizens 
and Am erican property, aud I will not 
w ait idly by and see you 
plunging the 
country into trouble w hen their lives and 
p roperty m ay I ©destroyed, 
lf you do not 
desist I shall take such measures to protect 
them as I deem cir um stan .-es dem and.’ 
‘‘He sent word back th a t no A m ericans 
nor A m erican property would bo molested. 
In a little win! ■, though, tile same tactics 
were repeated. 
There was a m eeting oi 
the consuls aboard the G erm an w ar ship 
Adler, and at the m eeting I said to the 
Germans: 
Now ju -t let tho natives fight 
it out between them selves.’ 
Oh, no! They 
couldn’t do th a t; they said they had by 
proclam ation m ade Tamasese K ing and 
they couldn’t leave him now to fight it out 
aloue. 
Then said I: 
“I will take a hand in 
this; if you persist in aiding Tamasese and
